Schnitzler Says 
Army Grabs Atom 


WASHINGTON (AFLCIO).— 
|AFLCIO Secretary - Treasurer 
William F. Schnitzler charged 
that the nation’s civilian 
atomic energy program is being 
icaptured by the military. 
Terming the matter of “vital 
jimportance to the basic concept 
jof civilian control of govern- 
ment under the U.S. Constitu- 
tion,’ Schnitzler released the 
texts of letters he exchanged 
with Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 
jof the Atomic Energy Commit- 
sion.
